The golden years were good for Luther 
Donbar, former county court judge here, who 
died Monday at the age of 93. 
Luther, who didn’t retire to a rocking chair 
when mandatory retirement age came to 
him, kept his mind fresh with a good 
philosophy of life and his body active in trying 
to help other people and his community in 
general. It was fitting that he received the 
Columbiana Chamber of Commerce’s out­ 
standing citizen award in 1967 and was named 
“ Ohio Senior Citizen of the Year’’ in ’71. 
W e’d like to recall some of his observations 
when he accepted the state honor at the Ohio 
State fair at Columbus. They are worth 
repeating: 
“ Nobody grows old by living a particular 
number of years,” he said. “ People grow old 
only be deserting their ideals. It is just as 
possible to grow young as it is to grow old. 
This is a distinctive privilege shared by no 
other living creature.” 
“ The ability to grow young is the crowning 
glory of man. Growing young is an art, not an 
artifice. This art is not acquired in beauty 
parlors or barber shops, or in chemical 
laboratores, or gymnasiums. It is acquired in 


the secret and sacred place where the inner 
springs of life are fed.” 


“ Youth is not a term of years — it is a state 
of mind. To be young is to possess a spon­ 
taneous flow of emotion, a liveliness of 
imagination’ a potency of W ill.” 


“ Your body is as old as your arteries; you 
are as young as your aspirations, and your 
mind is YO U .” 


“ You will not grow old by living long, but by 
the loss of interest, the lowering of your 
ideals, the waning of your enthusiasm. Time 
wrinkles 
the skin, 
but 
moroseness and 
cynicism wrinkle the soul. They rob the spirit 
of vitality, and doom it to decreptitude.” 
“ If there is in you a growing capacity for 
sweet wonder, and an increasing appreciation 
of the beauty of the world, a rising en­ 
thusiasm for the challenge of events, a kindly 
ardor for knowledge, a mounting gratitude 
for the tender mercies of God, you are surely 
and steadily growing younger. Keep active!” 
Luther Donbar epitomized the Golden Age 
group he represented. As we cherish his 
memory, we will recall time and again his 
words of wisdom about “ growing young.”

The institution of the presidency, says 
historian Barbara Tuchman, has grown too 
big for the country’s good. 
Expansion of presidential powers in the 
20th century has dangerously altered the 
careful tripartite balance of governing 
powers established by the Constitution, she 
contends. 
The President is subjected to no advisers 
F o r F u tu re Peace 


In the years immediately following World 
War II, there were great expectations for 
international exchange programs 
in 
the 
building of a lasting peace. The idea was that 
if the world’s peoples, particularly the young, 
got to know each other, and understand each 
other's 
cultures, 
there 
would 
be 
less 
likelihood that they would have to shed each 
other’s blood. 
There have been a lot of young world 
travelers in the years since — and not a little 
bloodshed — but there’s still life in the old 
idea. The Fulbright and many other govern­ 
ment-connected programs are alive and 
thriving and one U.S. firm is pioneering its 
own in-house program. 
Clark Equipment Company, which does 
business in 156 countries, is sponsoring an 
exchange program for teen-age children of its 
employes throughout the world. For the 
initial year of the program, the firm is 
providing 10 exchange scholarships for teen­ 
agers 
from 
North 
America, 
Argentina, 
Belgium, Brazil, France and Germany. 
B y Fulbright and other institutional 
standards, the Clark program is, admittedly 
modest. But every little bit helps. 


who hold office independently of him. Cabinet 
secretaries and agency chiefs can be hired 
and fired at whim. For its part, Congress has 
failed to perform its role as safeguard against 
the natural tendency of an executive to 
become dictatorial, or even to exercise its 
own rights through the power of the purse. 
She recommends abolishing the presidency 
and substituting true cabinet government 
with a directorate of six men, nominated as a 
slate by each party and elected as a slate for a 
six-year term with a rotating chairman, as in 
the Swiss system. 
She admits, however, that there is a 
drawback in that cabinet government “ could 
not satisfy the American craving for a father 
image or hero or superstar.” 
Thus the only solution, she says, is either to 
install a dynastic family in the White House 
for ceremonial purposes, or to focus the 
craving entirely on the entertainment world, 
“ or else to grow up.” 
In other words, the fault, dear Americans, 
lies not so much in our form of government as 
in ourselves. 
Still, for almost 200 years we have been 
muddling along, through more than one 
period of presidential “ usurpation” of power 
as well as those times when Congress mis­ 
managed the country under a weak president, 
all the while maintaining a degree of human 
liberty not strikingly inferior to that enjoyed 
by the Swiss or the Germans or the British or 
the Australians.

“ One of the main reasons 
for this seems to be that, 
although young boys on the 
average appear to develop 
more slowly than do young 
girls, most schools take no 
account of this fact,” said the 
authors.

WASHINGTON (N EA ) — 
Every day, the nation’s earth 
resources satellite, called 
ERTS, makes 188 orbits of the 
globe — 44 of them crossing 
parts 
of 
the 
United States. 
Its 
photo­ 
graphic map­ 
ping 
of 
the 
world 
may 
produce 
a 
quantum leap j 
forward in our j 
understanding 
of 
resources| 
at a time when 
the 
use 
of 
some seems to be approach­ 
ing critical limits. 
There have been a few fair­ 
ly detailed news stories about 
some of the findings of ERTS, 
but they have hardly scratch­ 
ed the surface. Out of the 
Goddard Space Flight Center 
in nearby Maryland, more 
than 35,000 color prints have 
already piled up as results 
pour in from 
the tireless 
ERTS. The accumulation will 
soon be mountainous. 
IT IS NO 
exaggeration to 
say that, with the swift aid of 
computer analysis of ER T S 


pictures, we are in process of 
learning more about every 
patch of the earth’s surface 
than has ever been known 
before. 
Every acre of presently 
used 
farm land, 
whether 
cultivated or in pasture, can 
be studied. The photographs, 
taken from a height of 570 
miles, detect the kind and 
condition of crops and the 
types 
of 
pasture 
grasses. 
They show, of course, where 
crops are failing because of 
disease 
or 
unfavorable 
weather. 
They 
may 
show 
more 
s c r u p u l o u s l y 
w h a t 
agricultural experts have 
long said, that in this over­ 
crowded world there are still 
countless square miles of 
usable but presently unused 
farmland. 
It is 
no exaggeration, 
either, to say that computer- 
analyzed E R T S findings can 
provide us in minutes or 
hours with useful information 
it 
would 
take 
earthbound 
farm specialists weeks to 
acquire. 
WHAT E R T S IS doing is so 
revolutionary that I intend, in 
a few later reports, to set 
dowm some of its findings 


BERRY’S WORLD 


which have thus far barely 
been hinted at in published 
accounts. 
W e’ll be learning far more 
about the mineral, chemical 
and other resources of earth 
and sea — the places where 
we may find useful 
new 
things, the places where the 
incredibly sharp detail of 
satellite pictures may reveal 
abuses of the globe’s riches 
more 
convincingly 
than 
earthbound inquiry discloses. 


I know a midwestern in­ 
dustrial executive, 
for 
in­ 
stance, who says candidly 
that in and around Chicago 
(and probably many other 
centers) 
some 
m anufac­ 
turers, supposedly bound by 
s t r i c t 
a n t ip o llu t io n 
regulation, 
wait 
until 
nightfall to perform certain 
work which pollutes the air. 
These violations are hard to 
police. But the penetrating 
eye of ER T S can show us 
nearly every plume of smoke 
on earth, day or night. 


G RO U N D 
E N G IN E R S 
and 
planners 
are 
getting 
decisive and often corrective 
guidance 
from 
E R T S . 
Already published is the fact 
many lakes and streams in 
some nations are at some 
distance from present map 


showings. The controversial 
trans-Brazilian 
highway, 
splashing 
through 
tropical 
jungles, is at least 20 miles off 
its plotted course at some 
points. 
E R T S 
is 
the 
second 
“ working satellite” in steady 
use, the other being the one 
which daily plots the weather 
and gives us television pic­ 
tures 
of 
meteorological 
changes. 
Not yet well known is the 
prospect we may soon have a 
third 
— 
an 
educational 
satellite capable of tran ­ 
smitting “ lessons” to any 
part of the inhabited earth, 
verbally by radio signal and 
then pictorially, 
through 
constant 
use 
of 
countless 
sending channels. 
Arthur Clarke, Ceylon- 
based British essayist and 
science-fiction writer (author 
of the celebrated piece which

Interest in the history of old 
houses on S. Lincoln Ave., is 
reviving. New people coming 
into Salem and purchasing 
them for homes are asking 
“ who built them and when?” 


The old brick house, 616 S. 
Lincoln Ave., restored by R.C. 
Gibbs in 1971, was purchased 
on Jan. 22, 1972, by Mr. and 
Mrs. 
Edward 
Rodgers 
of 
Rochester, N.Y. They moved 
here last May. For many 
years the property was the 
home of the R R Johnsons. 
Mr. Johnson was mayor of 
Salem in 1914-18 and 1942-50. 
Mr. Johnson inherited this 
property from his mother, 
Mrs. Alice Johnson, who was 
the daughter of Furman Gee, 
who purchased it April, 1867, 
from John Callahan. Mr. Gee 
is believed to have built the 
house the same vear. 


IN T H E SPRIN G of 1867, 
Gee, with two other men, 
Henry 
King 
and 
Henry 
Shaffer, organized the Victor 
Stove 
Co., 
according 
to 
historical records.. 
This company erected two 
large buildings, the principal 
one of brick, fronted on Depot 
St., now S Ellsworth 
They 
made 
cook, 
parlor 
and 
chamber stoves. In 1889*90. 


Mr. Gee was president of the 
First National Bank. 
Samuel 
Davis, 
pioneer 
Quaker, who came to the 
Salem 
settlement 
in 
1803, 
purchased the section of land 
on which the Rodgers home 
stands, on a land grant from 
President Thomas Jefferson 
in 1806. James Madison was 
Secretary 
of State. 
Some 
other pioneers, whose names 
are on 
the abstract 
are: 
Robert

Israel 
Gaskill and Abraham Shinn.

Some hands really don’t 
appear to belong in a bridge 
column. Today’s is an ex­ 
ample. You can throw seven 
diamonds against the wall 
and collect 13 tricks. You can 
also make your tricks at 
either spades or no-trump, 
but anyone who has ever 
played bridge is going to 
play the hand in diamonds. 
That assumption looks rea­ 
sonable, yet when the hand 
cropped 
up at the 
recent 
Dallas 
sectional 
it 
seems 
that most pairs played in 
spade 
or 
no-trump 
slams 
with conspicuous lack of suc­ 
cess. A few got to six dia­ 
monds and just a couple to 
the grand slam 
The hand should be a cinch 
for anyone playing solid suit 
minor preempts 
It should 
also be easy for those who 
opened with four or five dia­ 
monds Responder could just 


bid five no-trump and open­ 
er with absolutely solid dia­ 
monds could go right to the 
grand slam. 
The tough part came with 
those who opened one dia­ 
mond. We approve of this 
bid. The South hand has 11 
high card points and a pre­ 
empt crowds matters, while 
a pass is just silly. 
North responds two spades 
and 
at 
this 
point 
South 
should jump 
to 
four dia­ 
monds to convey the mes­ 
sage that 
South 
has dia­ 
monds and little or nothing 
else. 
North could go right to 
seven or try the five no- 
trump grand slam force. On 
this 
bidding 
sequence 
the 
grand slam force should ask 
if South has solid diamonds 
since his previous bids have 
clearly guaranteed at least 
two of the three top honors.

Usually it comes from outside 
pressures such as divorce or 
the threat of jail. 
Dr. Harold T. Conrad, 
looking back over the cen­ 
ter’s past five years, added, 
"The 
biggest 
mistake 
anybody could make would 
be to assume that a heroin 
addict is an otherwise normal 
person who just happens to 
use heroin. 
"Most of pur patients have 
a 
long history of severe 
disturbance 
in 
their 
relationship with other people 
and society long before they 
use drugs,” he said. 
THE 
C E N T E R 
was 
created by the National 
Institute of Mental Health in 
ior>7 at the site of the former 
U. S. Public Health Service 


Hospital here. 
For years, the hospital — 
opened in 1935 — was one of 
the only two federal drug 
treatment facilities in the 
country. The other was at 
Fort Worth, Tex. 
Increased use of drugs 
during the 1960s led to more 
facilities 
being 
built, 
whereupon 
the 
federal 
government took the position 
that treatment was primarily 
a local responsibility. 
Today, 
the 
patient 
population at the center is 
around 275 and while the 
patients 
are 
receiving 
treatment, it is "only as a 
benefit or side effect of the 
research,” Conrad said. 
"A lot of the problems these 
people have relate not only to 
the chemical but to their real 
life,” Conrad said. 
"It’s not simply a question 
of separating an individual 
from his drugs. You have to 
separate him from the wish to 


solve all of life’s problems 
and overcome all of life’s 
miseries by getting stoned.” 
PART OF TREATING an 
addict, Conrad said, involves 
“ giving him some awareness 
of the gratification I guess of 
what you would call the old- 
fashioned moral virtues — 
things like hard work and 
industry 
and 
thrift and 
getting an education ... things 
that really sound corny to 
most of our patients.” 
The 
center 
currently 
supervises 
19 
in-patient 
facilities around the country 
and about 150 aftercare 
agencies. More than 1,800 
people are involved in three- 
year aftercare programs. 
Conrad said about 15 per 
cent of those people are 
making a good adjustment 
w'hile nearly 40 per cent are 
doing satsifactorily. 
There are plans, he said, 
for follow-up studies on those 
who complete the program 
and those who drop out or are 
dropped because of unac­ 
ceptable 
behavior. 
Such 
studies are needed, he said, to 
prove that the program works.
